Hagerty said ‘‘yes’’ and waved 
a newspaper with headlines 
about a United Auto Workers 
political pamphlet which had 
set off a furor here on the sub- 
ject of bigotry. Hagerty said the 
President had seen the paper.

—a political throwaway contain- 
ing a carton of a Ku Klux Klan 
mémber and the Statue of Liber- 
ty over the caption: ‘‘Which do 
you choose? Liberty or bigo- 
try?” 

UAW President Walter Reuther 
apoligized publicly today for the 
distribution of the material. He 
called it a “‘mistake in judg- 
ment’’ and said it was not in- 
tended to. imply that any people 
whodisagreed with the UAW 
politically were bigots. He said 
it was distributed in automobile 
plants to counteract ‘‘religlous 
hate material’ distributed by 
“organized hate groups.” 


Greeted by Summerfield. 
The President arrived in beau- 
tiful Indian summer weather by 
jet airliner and among those 
greeting him at the airport and 
later’ his hotel were political 
figures.

said. 


Reluctant to Ask City. 


They have been reluctant to 
approach the’ city about their 
parking problem because in the 
past when they brought up the 
subject, they were roundly criti- 
cizec for “trying to convert 
Forest Park into a parking lot.” 


One hospital official recalled 
a conference several years ago 
in which a high city official de- 
clared, “‘you’re not going to get 
one inch of Forest Park.” 

In discussions with Dean 
Dempsey and directors of all the 
major hospitals in the area, a 
Post-Dispatch reporter did not 
hear any suggestion that even 
“one inch” of Forest Park be 
taken for parking purposes. 


Dr, Frank R. Bradley, direc- 
tor of Barnes Hospital, did say 
that an underground parking 
area im Forest Park across 
Kingshighway from the medical 
center “‘might at least be dis- 
cussed.” *| 

He said that conceivably an 
underground parking garage, 
without reducing the surface 
area of the park, might prove 
profitable to the city and at the 
same time go a long way to- 
ward solving the medical cen- 
ter’s parking problem.

FOUR RESUME 
‘SMOKING TO CURE 
‘SORES IN MOUTH: 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 
(AP)—A disorder which ap- 
peared in four patients after 
they stopped smoking cigarettes 
disappeared quickly when they 
took up the habit again, says a 
medical journal. 

These strange cases were re- 
ported by Dr. Ralph Bookman, 
of Beverly Hills, in an article in 
California Medicine, official! 
journal of the California Medical 
Association. 


The disorder was canker sores 
in the mouth and on the tongue. 
They developed a few days after 
smoking was stopped. 

Dr. 
covered accidentally that the 
cankers had dissappeared in two 
of the men whd had resumed 
cigarette smoking. When two 
others who had sworn off cig- 
arettes developed similar can- 
kérs Dr. Bookman recommended 
resumption of smoking. The 
sores. disappeared also in these 
two, he asserted. 

The physician said he could 
not explain the result. 

The brand and the number of 
cigarettes smoked daily had no 
direct relationship with the ap- 
parent curative effect, Dr. Book- 
man: reported.

LONDON, Oct. 17 (AP)—The 
man who goes on working when 
he has influenza was branded 
today as a potential killer. 

The British Safety Council re- 
ported a direct link between flu 
and many deaths and injuries on 
the roads, in industry and in the 
home.

WITH KENNEDY IN OHIO, 
Oct. 17—Senator John F. Ken- 
nedy has warned the Chinese 
Communists against thinking 
that this country is divided over 
the defense of Formosa because 
of the dispute over Quemoy and 
Matsu. 

The Democratic presidential 
nominee again urged that the 
Nationalist-held offshore islands 
be dropped as a campaign issue 
so that the Red Chinese will not 
be under any ‘“‘misapprehension” 
which might “‘endanger the se- 
curity of the United States.” 

Appearing on the NBC ‘Meet 
the Press’ television program 
yesterday, Kennedy suggested 
also that the United Nations 
might serve as a mediator be- 
tween Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek and the Chinese Commu- 
nist regime, perhaps by trying 


Formosa straits. 

Kennedy brought his campaign 
back into Ohio today and 
promptly: renewed his attack on 
his Republican opponent. In a 
speech prepared for delivery at 
Dayton, O., he declared: ‘‘There 
may not’be Herbert Hoover, but 
there is Richard Nixon.

KENNEDY WARNS NIXON CONFIDENT 


Rejects Suggestion by 
Kennedy That Off- 
shore Islands Issue 
Be Dropped.

WITH NIXON IN CONNECTI- 
CUT, Oct. 17 — Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon opened the 
final, most intense phase of his 
‘drive for the White 'House today, 
confident his carefully-laid plans 
will produce victory three weeks 

from tomorrow, 

The. Republican _ presidential 
nominee was. buoyed by opti- 
mistic reports received at a 
meeting yesterday in Hartford 
with 22 party officials and ad- 
visers at which plans and strate- 
gy were mapped. 

At his first stop today in Hart- 
ford, Nixon spoke in Bushnell 
memorial auditorium, which was 
filled to its capacity of 3500 per- 
sons. The street and lawn out- 
side were jammed with addition- 
al throngs listening over a pub- 
lic address system. 

Emphasizing the intense con- 
centration he intends to put into 
the next three weeks of cam- 
paigning, the Vice President told 
the Hartford crowd: . “This: is 
the day the campaign really be- 
gins.” 

The three weeks ahead, he as- 
serted, are the period in which 
the undecided voters will make

“You try to save a drowning 
man without prior authorization 
and even if he resists you, you 
do not let him go even when he 
strangles you,” he said. . 

In a policy speech, India’s V, 
K. Krishna Menon urged -that 
all aid to the Congo people-be 
channeled through the United 
Nations “‘so that it will be above 
board.’’ 

He called for convocation of 
the Congo parliament without 
further delay, and said policing 
of The Congo should be done by 
Congo people.

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LODGE AND NIXON) 


FAIL TO AGREE ON 
NEGROINGABINET 


HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 17— 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
and his running mate, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, failed in a 45- 
minute private conference yes- 
terday to entirely resolve their 
policy difference over appoint- 
ment of a Negro to the presi- 
dential Cabinet. 

Lodge repeated to reporters 
his view that it ‘‘would be a 
wonderful thing to have a quali- 
fied Negro in the Cabinet.” 

Nixon said he would not com- 
mit himself to appoint or not 
to appoint a Negro, but that it 
would be wonderful to have a 
Cabinet composed of the best | 
men, selected without regard to | 
background, race, color or creed. | 

Lodge told a Harlem audience | 
last week that he could pledge | 


a Cabinet appointment for a/| 


Negro. 
Hopes Clouded. 

Nixon ‘strategists have felt 
that Republican hopes of ¢arry- 
ing some southern states had 
been undercut by Lodge’s state- 
ment. They also thought their 
prospects of gaining northern 
Negro votes had not been helped 
when the presidentia] nominee 
was forced to make known his 
disagreement with Lodge. 

Lodge told reporters his Sen- 
ate vote on aid to parochial 
schools had been misinterpreted, 
and that he had not advocated 
federal aid for parochial school 
construction on the “Face the 
Nation” broadcast Oct. 9. He 
said he had voted in the Senate 
only for federal aid to provide 
transportation and textbook as- 
sistance for non-public as well 
as public schools, As a Senator 
from Massachusetts, which had 
a great many non-public schools, 
he would have been discriminat- 
ing against his own state if he 
had voted otherwise, Lodge said. 

He also denied he had pledged 
the Nixon administration to ap- 
point a Negro to the Cabinet in 
his Harlem speech, In any event, 


he said, he had no power to 


make such a commitment be- |. 


cause Cabinet appointments 
were the exclusive province of 
the President. 

Statement by Alcorn. 

Meanwhile, a former Republi- 
can national chairman said in 
Washington that Nixon ond 
Lodge disagree on the question 
of federal aid to parochial 
schools. 

The comment came from 
Meade Alcorn, now counsel to 
the Republican National Com- 

* mittee. He appeaerd on the Co- 
lumbia- Broadcasting System 
radio program “Face the Na- 
tion. 

Senator John F. Kennedy, the 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date, who is a Roman Catholic, 
has flatly opposed federal aid 
for parochial schools. He has 
said such, assistance would vio- 
late the separation of church 
and state required by the First 
Amendment to the Constitution. 
Alcorn said yesterday that Nixon 
takes the same view. He indi- 
cated that opposition to paro- 
chial school aid should be re- 
garded as the official Republi- 
can view in the campaign.

LOOKING FOR A NEW idea 
for entertaining teen-agers, a 
gimmick that will keep the party 
moving and make it a sure suc- 
cess? Here’s one introduced at 
the Conference that is so much 
fun adults will borrow it, too. 

Add this coined word to your 
vocabulary — “‘instantainment.” 
It means entertaining in an in- 
stant with such products as in- 
stant chocolate or imitation 
strawberry flavored beverage 
powder in milk, or 100 per cent 
pure tea, or instant regular and 
decaffeinated coffee, or instant 
sweet. milk cocoa. 

A whole series of instant enter- 
taining schemes were presented, 
every one so simple that the 
hostess could prepare refresh- 
ments for her guests in an in- 
stant—and on an instant’s notice. 

Suggestion: let the guests 

themselves prepare sodas to

A Little Treasury of Seafood Caniare 


EVER KNOW A HOSTESS 
who had enough recipes for ap- 
petizers? So many that she 
wasn’t always on the lookout for 
more? If so, she certainly was 
an exception to the rule—par- 
ticularly at this season of the 
year, with the holiday season in 
the offing. 

Here is a little treasury of sea- 
food canapes, and, if you keep a 
sharp eye on the appetizer tray, 
you know how fast these “fishy” 
little bits disappear. Shrimp and 
anchovies, the humbler frozen 
halibut steaks and fish steaks 
are used to make the delicacies 

. to suit your taste and pock- 
etbook. 


Seafood Coolers. 

One package (12 oz.) frozen 
halibut steaks (or three-quarters 
pound fresh). 

One teaspoon grated sweet 
onion. 

One-half cucumber, washed and 
peeled. 


One-quarter cup salad dressing

One-quarter teaspoon pepper.

Thaw halibut steaks enough to 
separate. Place in boiling water. 
Return to simmer, cover and 
cook 10 to 15 minutes or until 
fish flakes easily when touched 
with fork, Remove from cooking 
liquid; cool enough to handle.

Flake fish fine, or chop. 
onion. 

Grate the outside white part 
of cucumber, avoiding center 
seed portion. Squeeze to drain 
liquid. Add to halibut. 

Combine salad dressing, lemon 
juice, salt and pepper.

mands that each person drink 
at least three glasses. 

Moroccan tea service is an 
elaborate and cherished family 
treasure, usually of brass, but 
the teapot is small, holding only 
about three cups, which means 
many brewings. 

Prepared in the presence of 
the guests, the host makes and 
serves the tea with great ritual. 
The pot is pre-heated, then the 
tea leaves are put in and the 
pot stuffed with fresh mint and 
sugar lumps (broken from a 
sugar cone or block). Then boil- 
ing water is added and the tea 
steeped for five minutes. The 
host then pours the tea into 
glasses and tastes it. If it’s not 
sweet or minty enough, back it

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Kennedy on A-Tests 
Senator Kennedy has made an excellent 
and detailed statement on the nuclear testing 
question which we hope will bring an equally 


_ definitive expression of views from Vice Pres- 


ident Nixon. 

In response to a letter from Thomas E. Mur- 
ray, former Democratic member of the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission who urges immediate 
resumption of nuclear testing underground 
and in outer space, Senator Kennedy firmly 
announced that he does not favor this course. 
Rather he favors exhausting “all reasonable 
opportunities” for negotiation of a test-ban 
treaty before considering the possibility of re- 
suming tests underground. To resume tests 
at this time, he says, “might well result in a 
precipitate breakdown of the Geneva negoti- 
ationos and a propaganda victory for the 
Soviets.” 

Vice President Nixon has stated several 
times during the campaign that he, too, favors 
exhausting all chances of getting a treaty be- 
fore restoring to unilateral tests, even under- 
ground. He has not elaborated, however, and 
meanwhile some Administration officials have 
continued to press for underground tests 
“soon.” The Vice President ought now to be 
as specific and detailed on the subject as Sen- 
ator Kennedy. 

The Senator sets forth a clear formulation 
of the policy he will pursue if elected. First, 
no testing in the atmosphere would be initi- 
ated by the United States. Second, if the 
present conference is still going on after his 
election, he will order “vigorous negotiation” 
for a treaty. Third, if the conference has 
ended by that time, he will call for a new 
one to make another effort. Fourth, if in time 
he becomes convinced that no treaty is pos- 
sible, he will then consider resuming under- 
ground tests. Fifth, he will in any case invite 
nations having industrial capacity for produc- 
tion of nuclear weapons to a conference to 
seek ways of controlling both weapons and 
nuclear fuel. And finally, he will “earnestly 
seek” an over-all disarmament agreement 
which would include controls on nuclear 
we1pons and fuel. 

One sentence in Senator Kennedy’s splendid 
statement suggests a reason for his stand 
against test resumption. He said conclusion 
of a test-ban treaty is important for all man- 
kind because “new advances in technology 
have brought atomic weapons within reach of 
several additional nations.” 

This is a reference, apparently, to the belief 
among nuclear experts that the perfection 
of a much cheaper method of manufacturing 
weapons-grade fissionable material is only a 
few years away. The present process, based 
on gaseous diffusion, is so expensive and in- 
tricate that only a few nations can master it. 
The refined centrifuge process, based on 
the same principle as a cream separator, is 
expected to be so cheap and simple that 20 or 
more nations would immediately be able to 
use it. 

This must have been in Senator Kennedy’s 
mind when he proposed a conference, not 
merely of nuclear powers, but of powers hav- 
ing the industrial capacity for production of 
nuclear weapons. Evidently he is looking 
ahead, and hoping to make an all-out effort 
for control of both testing and weapons manu- 
facture before the nuclear club is suddenly 
expanded by technology. 

We commend him for a statement which 
may become one of the most important he 
has made. We hope Mr. Nixon will take the 
same line, and that the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration will refrain from any action that 
might freeze the situation before the new 
Administration takes office. 


Decision in University City 

University City voters will decide Tuesday 
whether to approve a $2,350,000 package of 
nine public improvement bond issue propos- 
als. We hope each item passes. The items 
were prepared and are supported by a 100- 
member committee of community leaders 
whose unanimous judgment is that the im- 
provements are necessary to provide a level 
of service consistent with University City’s 
reputation and needs, 

The two most controversial proposals are 
No. 1 for $850,000 to acquire land and to con- 
struct and equip an incinerator, and No. 6 for 
$275,000 for acquiring the Green’s Nursery 
site for a park. The case in favor of both 
proposals is compelling. University City 
needs the incinerator now; and it will pay a 
pretty stiff.price if it fails to act, perhaps in 
the hope that the sluggish county government 
might solve this problem. If the county does 
act after the University City facility is in 
place, there is no reason why the county 
shouldn’t buy out the existing plant. 


The case for acquiring Green’s Nursery 
rests on the fact that it has been recom- 
mended in the city’s master plan, by the Park 
Department and by the Park and Plan Com- 
missions, among others as necessary to meet 
the city’s need for park space. Two specula- 
tive subdividers lead the opposition to this 
proposal. This is an instance where the pub- 
lic interest is clear, and it is in a park, not a 
subdivision, at Green’s Nursery. 


Lodge’s Shoddy Pledge 


Speaking in Harlem last Wednesday, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, the Republican vice-presidential 
candidate, ‘offered as a pledge” the appoint- 
ment of a Negro to the cabinet in the event 
that he and Vice President Nixon are suc- 
cessful at the polls. This “pledge’—and that 
is the word used by Lodge—was the first of 
eight points in a civil rights program going 
far beyond the Administration record. 

Aside from the possible political unwisdom 
of making any promises at all regarding ap- 
pointments—and that is a matter of discre- 
tion for the candidates—the program prob- 
ably pleased all civil libertarians, and the 
pledge of a Negro in the cabinet obviously 
was calculated to raise enthusiasm in Harlem. 


Yet a day later in Winston-Salem, N.C., in 
a different atmosphere, Lodge said that a 
cabinet seat for a Negro was not a Republican 
commitment but rather his idea of what ought 
to be done. He said that he did not think it 
inconsistent with Nixon’s thinking that race 
should not be a criterion in the selection of 
cabinet members. In other words, Nixon 
might select a Negro but he was in no way 
bound to do so. 

Obviously Lodge has a private definition 
of a “pledge,” a definition other than the 
commonly accepted one which holds it to 
mean a binding promise. But it did not seem 
so in Harlem when he said: “It is offered as 
a pledge—and as a pledge that will be re- 
deemed beginning in January 1961 if you 


efect Richard Nixon President.” Such a 
double-meaning appeal for minority votes, an 
appeal good for a bare 24 hours—must—to 
avoid stronger words—be called shoddy. 


A Shift of Position 

If President Eisenhower and Vice President 
Nixon are now in agreement about United 
States policy toward Quemoy and Matsu, as 
the White House announces, then Mr. Nixon 
has changed his view since he expressed it in 
the second TV debate Oct. 7. The Vice Presi- 
dent showed signs of shifting his position in 
the third debate, and the White House state- 
ment, we conclude, makes it official. 

In the second debate, Mr. Nixon said Que- 
moy and Matsu should be defended because 
of “the principle involved.” They are in “the 
area of freedom,” he said, and to give them up 
would start a chain reaction unfavorable to 
the free world. 

This was never the White House position. 
The White House position was that Quemoy 
and Matsu should be defended, not in any cir- 
cumstances, but in case this was necessary to 
assure the defense of Formosa. 

Senator Kennedy also would defend the 
islands in those circumstances. Where he 
differs from both the President and Mr. Nixon 
is that he is unwilling to continue the present 
ambiguity of the offshore islands’ status. He 
urges, not a sudden surrender at the point of 
force, but a reasoned attempt to- persuade 
Chiang Kai-shek to withdraw from positions 
which many reliable authorities hold to be in- 
defensible. Secretary Dulles himself favored 
that kind of policy. He succeeded in getting 
Chiang to withdraw from the Tachen islands, 
which presented exactly the same situation as 
Quemoy and Matsu, but was unable to prevail 
in the latter case. 

What this means is that the United States is 
permitting Chiang Kai-shek to determine for 
what positions the United States should go to 
war. Senator Kennedy is quite right in his 
instinct that this is a mistake. If elected he 
should make it a first order of business to 
bring to bear the kind of persuasion that will 
be effective with Chiang. 

Mr. Nixon. says he intends to talk about 
Quemoy and Matsu for the next three weeks. 
If he does, we hope he talks ahout the real 
issue. As the record now stands, he is shown 
to have adopted unthinkingly, in the course 
of a TV debate, an unwise and imprudent po- 
sition which went far beyond the Administra- 
tion’s own position on a vital issue of national 
security. Senator Kennedy may be going too 
far in calling this conduct. “trigger-happy,” 
but it certainly does not support Mr. Nixon’s 
claim that his experience as Vice President 
has fitted him for national leadership. 


Off Limits for Senator Dodd 


In a recent letter on this page, Senator 
Dodd conceded Dr. Linus Pauling’s right of 
petition and his right to be alarmed about 
nuclear tests. But he went on: 

I know of no definition of the right of peti- 
tion that would confer the privilege of secre- 
cy or anonymity on the organizers of a peti- 
tion. <A petition is by its very nature a 
public act and it comes under the principle 
of full disclosure. 

A petition is indeed “a public act.” It could 
not serve its purpose if it were not published. 
The Pauling petition—with its signatures— 
was published. And Dr. Pauling has been 
willing to answer in public questions properly 
pertinent to this “public act.” 

When Senator Dodd, however, asks by whom 
the signatures were obtained, Dr. Pauling—in 
his discretion—need not answer. The Sena- 
tor says he “cannot understand this talk about 
‘reprisals’” which Dr. Pauling fears would 
follow disclosures. This is ingenuous in view 
of the record of harassment by congressional 
committees which went beyond the genuine, 
purpose of legislative investigation to conduct 
unwarranted inquisitions damaging to charac- 
ter and livelihood. Such groups are akin to 
the old ecclesiastical tribunals which stopped 
short of formal punishment but turned over 
their victims to “the secular arm.” 

If Congress can call to account those who 
obtain signatures on a petition, exposing them 
to suspicion as members of a “conspiracy,” 
then the right of petition has been abridged. 
That is exposure for exposure’s sake, and we 
believe the investigatory powers of Congress 
do not reach that far, 


Murder in Tokyo 


For Americans born in the earlier years of 
this century—and there still is a goodly num- 
ber of them on the scene—it may be a bit dif- 
ficult to realize that the interests of their 
country may be affected by a Japanese oppo- 
sitionist leader of whose name they took no 
notice until he was struck down by a young 
assassin in Tokyo. 

Yet the death of Inejiro Asanuma, chair- 
man of Japan’s Socialist party and one of the 
more implacable critics of the Japanese- 
American defense treaty, may win many a 
vote for his party in next month’s elections. 
Thus it may seriously reduce the strength of 
Liberal-Democratic Premier Ikeda who ob- 
tained ratification of the treaty only with 
great difficulty and was forced. to cancel 
President Eisenhower's state visit to Japan. 

The Chinese Communists immediately 
turned on their propaganda machines, charg- 
ing that the murder was committed by “a 
hired gangster” retained by “U.S.-fostered 
Japanese reactionaries.” Even though most 
Japanese may be immune to such wild fabri- 
cations, a natural revulsion. against political 
assassination—and this was the third stabbing 
in the last four months—could turn many 
toward the neutralist politicians and even 
toward those who believe Japan should culti- 
vate relations with Red China rather than 
with the United States. 

Yet the long-range implications of Asanu- 
ma’s death are even more disturbing. The 
assassin is a member of one of the ultra- 
nationalistic student groups responsible for 
so much rioting and political unrest. De- 
voted to an Oriental version of fascism, they 
advocate Japan’s return to its pre-war em- 
peror-worship, the cult of the war-lords with 
the long swords. 

Such a devotion to the imagined glories of 
the past might be expected among some of the 
older Japanese unable to adjust to new ways. 
But if there is no faith in democracy and 
even an active contempt for it among so many 
of the young, what is to be said of the coun- 
try’s future. Events in Japan in the last year 
or two, especially those affecting the United 
States, should warn us against the comfort- 
able yet potentially dangerous assumption

to do so, should be Known by Ameri- 
cans. It is the main theme, perhaps 
the Swan Song, of his sterile regime. 
So long as he stays in Formosa utter- 
ing bellicose threats, arming his cap- 
tive followers to the teeth, the Chinese 
Communists have every right, legally 
and morally to threaten. to use force 
to remove him and his parasitic hang- 
ers-on., | 


From a Chinese or Asian point of view 
much can be said in favor of the Com- 
munists. The 18,000,000 who perished 
during the Communist take-over and 
immediate following period were the 
tragic victims of civil war. Our own 
Civil War was proportionately as cruel 
and costly. 


It may be said, too, that many of 
those who perished deserved at least to 
be punished. No nation can exist for 
centuries with sharp and unjust ex- 
tremes of poverty, privileges and pri- 
vations without violent retribution be- 
ing wreaked up the former benefici- 
aries, innocent or otherwise. 


Aside from this initial bloodbath, the 
Chinese Communist record is good, 
at least to the Chinese people, and in 
the view of Asians in almost every 
country I visited. They have brought 
stability, peace, honesty, industry, 
literacy, and above all hope and na- 
tional pride to a, large proportion of 
their’ 650,000,000 subjects. For the first 
time in 2000 years China can look 
hopefully toward the future instead of 
wistfully to the past.

SO MUCH of fhe effort is 
trivia but very expensive trivia. 
The forest of signs, the cos- 
tumes, the bands, all these phe- 
nomena have multiplied in what 
is certain to be far and away 
the most costly campaign in his- 
tory. Much of this comes under 
the heading of good clean fun, 
but surely it could be limited to 
four of five weeks without mak- 
ing many unhappy. 

The arguments against any 
limitation are familiar. If the 
campaign itself were shortened 
to four or five weeks, the time 
of the presidential primaries 
would be moved forward and we 
would get the same continuous 
deluge under another guise. It 
will always be to the advantage 
of an incumbent President, as 
four years from now, to limit 
the campaign. 

But, as we are seeing today, 
the longer a campaign runs the 
more the atmosphere is heated 
up and the greater likelihood 
that America’s position in the 
world will be badly hurt. In ad- 
dition, there is always the possi- 
bility that one of the candidates 
may succumb to the unending 
strain,

TV Breakthrough — 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17. 


“THEY DO LOOK like the doors of doom,” said Edward 
R. Murrow to Admiral Raborn as he watched the little steel 
trapdoors open on the Polaris-bearing submarine, George 
Washington. These are the doors out of which the hydrogen 
bomb-tipped Polaris will~ 
we devoutly hope-—neyer 
have to issue and those 
were the opening words 
on the program called 
‘‘The Year of the Polaris.” 
The closing words: ‘‘The 
Polaris means power -~ 
deterrent power. If i's 
ever fired, it will’ have 
failed its purpose, Goed 
night and good luck.” Well, 
we sure need the luck, 
Close to the opening, Ad- 
miral Rickever, the father 
of the atom-powered sub- 
marine, says: “The Nau- 
tilus is a new weapon as 
revolutionary today as the 
airplane in its day.” In its 
own way, ‘‘The Year of the 
N gn Polaris” is as revolution- 
ary a form of journalism 
JOHN CROSBY as the Nautilus is revolu- 
tionary as a weapon. Both took long planning and both took 
great faith. 


.. FOR INSTANCE, the Polaris-bearing submarine was first 
planned before the hydrogen bomb problem had been licked, 
before solid fuels had been invented. Many breakthroughs had 
to.come before it would work and yet the submarine went 
forward, anyway. Similarly, the program was being filmed 
and-planned before it was known whether there would be 
any Polaris and consequently before Ed Murrow and Fred 
Friendly knew whether there would be any program. 

This not only takes great faith, planning, money, 
e@eompetence, and confidence, but also a new technique 
which is becoming an art form in itself. You might 
call it the marriage of the big picture—the admirals 
talking strategy—and the little picture—a couple of 
seamen, holding their breath while the first Polaris 
‘is fired. 


The Polaris-bearing submarine is a breakthrough which 
will seriously affect not only the military thinking of both 
the free and Communist worlds but world diplomacy almost 
everywhere. That's a very large story indeed and it could 
easily have been done on that level alone. But to do it on 
the very rarified level and also on the human level is a great 
achievement and a great breakthrough in its own way in the 
field of journalism. 


TO TAKE an immensely technical story, with its endless 
ramifications of Pentagon politics and scientific frustrations 
and fit it into a mass medium is a chore Friendly and 
Mirrow have been messing around with it a long time. They’ve 
came a long way. And they have a long way to go. There is 
nd ehd to subtleties of camera work and cutting and plan- 
ning that this form of journalism can take. I think five years 
front now this kind of program will be as far advanced over 
this show as this one was over some of the Korean documen- 
taries of the Friendly-Murrow team. 


- The attitude of Madison Avenue is a breakthrough, 
* too, The program had a sponsor which it wouldn’t have 
* Bad five years ago. The great breakthrough still to 
= come--and I’m supremely confident that it will come 
* =-ig in the public acceptance of this sort of TV jour- 
= mnalism as an important and necessary adjunct to 
- newspapers and magazines, Documentaries (a word 
: I'm avoiding here) have a bad name—too many of 
; them coming out solidly with monumental dullness 
- against sin. (The TV networks, you'll be heartened 
* to learn, are all solidly arrayed against bad housing, 
- dope addiction, and juvenile delinquency.) 


» Frankly, I think this sort of program is worth any. 12 
hours of the Republican or Democratic conventions—or maybe 
even all of both of them. It requires great sense of responsi- 
bility, great intelligence to plan and film and edit, and a lot 
of money—but I don't think that’s too much to expect of 
television.

DURING THE COURSE of an 
average winter a good many 
family arguments occur over 
the proper setting for the heater 
thermostat. One member of the 
family will push the setting down 
and a minute or so later some- 
one else will push it up a few 
more degrees. The net effect of 
all this fooling around is to pro- 
duce unbalanced heat and to 
waste fuel, 


To obtain maximum efficiency 
out of a heating system and also 
to get the most comfort, it’s best 
if the thermostat remains at the 
same setting all day long. About 
the best setting for most people 
is around 72 degrees. This, of 
course, may be a little too high 
for some of the more active 
members of the household and 
it may be a little too cool for 
less active persons, especially 
older people and very small! chil- 
dren, Active adults produce a 
good deal more body heat than 
do small children and older

members of the family, therefore 
they don’t need as much heat 

In the evening when people 
are usually less active it may be 
desirable to move the thermostat 
up a degree or so. When you 
have a party or a large gather- 
ing of people at the house, you 
may find that a lower than nor- 
mal thermostat setting is desir- 
able. This comes about because 
a group of people can produce 
so much heat just from their 
bodies as to over-heat a normal- 
ly comfortable area. It’s better 
to cut down on the thermostat 
setting than open windows which 
wastes fuel and also creates an- 
noying and uncomfortable drafts. 

Members of the family who re- 
quire more or less heat than the 
majority of the household can 


easily compensate simply by. 


wearing more or less clothing, 
It's a lot easier, for example, to 
put on a light sweater if you feel 
a little chilly than to make the 
rest of the family uncomfortable.

Housing for Elderly 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17. 
ILL BET if you asked a hundred members of churches 
and other non-profit organizations why their groups aren’t 
sponsoring new housing for elders, at least ninety of them 
would reply that they don’t have the money. 

But they’d be wrong. 
The government now has 
two splendid programs that 
give non-profit groups up 
to 100% financing on hous- 
ing projects for older peo- 
ple. Thanks to this financ- 
ing, private housing can 
be provided which is much 
less expensive than regular 
housing and minus any 
stigma of charity. 

I called on builder David 
Muss, president of Norman 
K. Winston-Muss, Inc. for 
an explanation of how

these programs operate. 


“It’s fairly simple,” replied Muss, a cultivated, 
soft-spoken gentleman whose construction firm is 
planning several new housing projects for seniors. 

“First, there’s the new direct loan program. Any 
non-profit group may apply for three-and-a-half percent, 
50-year loans from the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency in Washington, D. C.” 


IS IT REALLY as simple, as this? I asked. ‘Almost,’ he 
replied. ‘“‘Of course the group must have evidence of the need 
for elderly housing in the area where they want to build, and 
they must have sufficient funds to buy a building site and 
employ an architect. After that, the only real hitch is that 
the government currently has only $20,000,000 to hand out in 
direct loans. But chances are more funds will be appropriated 
soon. 

“Under the second plan, the government insures the full 
cost of loans which a non-profit group may borrow from a 
bank for the purpose of constructing housing for elders.” 

I asked how this works. ‘“‘Again, the group must have 
evidence of the need for housing, and funds to buy a site 
and employ an architect. Then they should go to a mortgage 
banker and ask him to assist in finding a lending institution 
which will lend money at five per cent for 40 years. Un- 
fortunately, many banks aren’t interested—even though the 
loan is fully underwritten by Uncle Sam. 


“If such a loan can be secured, all the group has 
to do is present its plans to a builder so that exact 
costs can be determined, and then submit their request 
to their local Federal Housing Administration office. 
Assuming that everything is in order, a commitment 
letter will be issued, the group takes the letter to the 
bank, gets the loan, and proceeds to build. 

“Private, profit-making firms can also get 9% 
loans under this plan for housing specifically created 
for older people,” he concluded, ‘“‘and the next few 
years should see a new era in housing for older 
people.” 


Now that new legislation opens the gate to improved senior 
housing, let’s hope responsible non-profit groups and private 
builders get on the ball and start easing the pinch which has 
so long existed in lower and bio x setyahaons housing for 
senior citizens. 
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First American Executed by Castro Regime 


Anthony Zarba Was an Obscure Carpenter from Miami Until He Died Before Firing Squad

ANTHONY ZARBA, an_ ob- 
scure little carpemer from Mi- 
ami, Fla., who couldn’t get into 
the United States Army because 
of his asthma, lies in an un- 
marked grave near Santiago, 
Cuba, the first American citizen 
to be executed by the Castro 
government. 

Tony, as he was called, led 
an expedition of four Americans 
and 23 Cubans in what would 
seem to be an unbelievably fool- 
hardy attempt to invade Cuba. 

Thursday morning, Zarba, 
died in front of a firing squad. 
Two of his companions, Robert 
O. Fuller of Miami, and Dale 
Thompson of Queen City, Tex., 
were executed Sunday for their 
part in the attempt to overthrow 
the Castro government. 

The question: Who and what 
was Tony Zarba, and what were 
his motives? 

Was he a small-scale soldier 
of fortune, as certain aspects of 
his career would indicate? Was 
he merely out for a fast buck, 
as his estranged wife insisted? 
Or was he a dedicated if some- 
what confused idealist, as let- 
ters he left behind might indi- 
cate. 

When Zarba and his little ex- 
pedition of two boats sailed from 
Key Largo the first week in 
October, he left a letter with a 
friend in Miami, to be opened in 
case anything happened to him. 
It read: 

‘When my country is daily in- 
sulted and abused by the Com- 
mies of Cuba, I think this is the 
opportunity I missed when I 
could not qualify physically as 
a United States soldier because 
of my asthma. But where my 
generation is failing because of 
its lack of political maturity and 
comprehension, I am going to 
do my duty regardless of any 
foolish considerations about le- 
gality, neutrality and other tech- 
nicalities of which diabolical 
Communists take so much ad- 
vantage. 

“IT have confidence that God 
will give me the necessary 
strength and courage to die 
with honor and pride if this 
were necessary in the hills in 
front of a Red firing sauad. I 
am sure many others will follow 
in my footsteps.” 

On the other hand, said a 
newspaperman in Miami, “this 
city is full of guys like Zarba, 
some Americans and some Cu- 
bans. They call themselves 
soldiers of fortune, but most of 
them are out for what they can 
m7ke.”’ 

Zarba’s estranged wife, Mary 
Ann, who had filed suit for di- 
vorce when her husband set off 
on his wild adventure, told re- 
porters: ‘‘He has been talking 
about this for two-and-a-half 
years. He said if he succeeded 
he would make a lot of money. 
He had a lot of friends involved 
—Cubans he felt sorry for and 
wanted to help. But still it was 
mostly the money involved.” 


Zarba’s very obscurity has 
added to the mystery. Until a 
‘year ago he was another car- 
penter working in Miami. Then 
On July 29, 1959, Zarba, with 
Fuller, and a Cuban Calix-o 
Rojas, were grabbed by the 
FBI on an airstrip on Key 
Largo. They were transferring 
arms and ammunition from an 
automobile to a light plane. 


Last March they were con 
victed in federal court of vio- 
lating the United States neutral- 
ity act by smuggling arms and 
ammunition. But on April 8, 
United States District.

Earl Major released them on a 
technicality. The case attvacted 
little or no attention and Zarba 
remained relatively obsecure. 

He was born in Somerville, 
Mass. His father was a laborer 
of Italian extraction. He grew 
up in’Somerville, which is near 
Boston, went to school as far as 
the second year of high school 
and then quit, supposedly be- 
cause of his asthma. Then he 
learned carpentry. 

He was one of five children. 
One of his three sisters, Vir- 
ginia, married a _ carpenter 
named Dennis McCrocklin and 
they moved to Miami. 
two years ago Tony went to 
Miami and lived with them, leav- 
ing his wife 
daughter in Massachusetts. Vir- 
ginia and Tony were nearest: in 
ave and closer to each other 
than the other brothers and sis- 
ters. 

Tony lived with the McCrock- 
lins until about 45 days ago and 
then disappeared. ‘‘He was sup- 
posed to have gone out of town 
on a job to lay flooring,’’ Mc- 
Crocklin said: ‘‘He had gone out 
of town several times like that. 
We thought he was off on a job. 

“Tony and I were pretty 
close,”’” McCrocklin said. ‘‘While 
he didn’t like Communism, I’m 
sure he wasn’t mixed up in any 
revolution. He was the kind of 
a guy who liked to move around. 
He liked to keep going and have 
things to do. I know he didn’t 
like the idea of someone taking 
something away from someone 
smaller.” 

The McCrocklins were con- 
vinced that whatever Tony did, 
his motives were idealistic. As 
proof, McCrocklin pointed to the 
letter Tony left. 

What happened after Tony dis- 
appeared has been reconstructed 
to some extent by the authorities. 
One of Tony’s friends in Miami 
was 25-year-old Bob Fuller, son 
of William Fuller. The Fullers 
had lived since shortly after the 
turn of the century in Cuba

West took the nine, cashed 
the queen, and continued with 
the 10. Declarer ruffed. East, 
in the meantime, had discarded 
two diamonds. 


Having lost three tricks, the 
Baron had lots of work to do 
to make the contract. Not only 
did he have two diamond losers 
to handle, but also he had to 
contend with the missing queen 
of spades. 

If he attempted to ruff two 
diamonds in dummy there was 
a danger that East would over- 
ruff to defeat the contract. And 
if he chose to extract trumps, 
even if he guessed correctly 


which’ way -to finesse against 
the queen, the diamonds could 
not both be ruffed out. 

The Baron decided to play 
East for the queen, but recog- 
nizing that he could not trap 
the damsel by direct methods 
and also ruff two diamonds, he 
embarked on a trump coup to 
accomplish both missions. 

Accordingly, after ruffing the 
club, he cashed the A-K of 
hearts and trumped a heart. 
When West was unable to over- 
ruff the nine, declarer knew he 
was on the right track. 

The Baron now played the 
ace and another diamond, ruf- 
fing low in dummy as East 
played the king on the trick. An- 
other heart ruff reduced South 
to the A-J of spades and jack 
of diamonds. East, in the mean- 
time, was down to the Q-7-5 of 
spades. 

By ruffing his last diamond 
with the king, which East was 
forced to underruff, de Nexon 
was able to trap the queen and 
make the contract.

They didn’t get far: On Aug. 5, 
Zarba,: Fuller and 13 of the 
Cubans were captured in a 
roundup of guerrillas operating 
against Castro’s forces in the 
Escambray mountains. More of 
the Cubans were rounded up 
later. 

Hughes and some of the 
Cubans—it has never been de- 
termined how many—managed 
to escape. 

The elder Fuller reported that 
Hughes had returned to Florida 
and that he had talked to him. 

After their capture Oct. 5, 
Zarba and the others were held 
incommunicado until their trial 
last Wednesday in Santiago. 


The military court consisted 
of five officers of the Cuban 
Revolutionary Army. Tony was 
permitted five minutes with 
United States Consul Harvey 
Summ before the trial opened, 
and five minutes after. The trial 
lasted one day. 


Zarba admitted to the court 
that he had landed with a force 
of would-be guerrillas, but de- 
nied that he was one of them. 
He said he was only a member 
of the boat crew and had triéd 
to leave the expedition when 
they stopped in the Bahamas, 
but had been forced to stay om 


Zatba also told the court 
that he had not come to Cuba 
to fight Cubans, but to fight 
“Russians and Japanese.” He 
realized his mistake and went 
ashore vaguely hoping he 
would find some way to return 
to Miami, 


Spectators reported that Zar- 
ba’s court-appointed defense at- 
torney failed to appear until 
after Zarba had testified. But 
they said the lawyer, Solis De 
Leon, made an eloquent plea to 
the court for a lenient sentence. 
The plea was rejected and 
Zarba and his co-defendants 
were sentenced to be shot at 
sunrise the next morning. 

A personal plea from United 
States Ambassador Philip W. 
Bonsal for clemency or a stay 
of execution went unheeded. 


Early Thursday morning, Zar- 
ba and his Cuban companions 
were taken to the rifle range 
sear Santiago. They were to 
be shot in pairs. Zarba’s partner 
in death was Arturo Alvarez 
Fernando. The only witnesses to 
the executions were the firing 
squads, Revolutionary Tribunal 
Secretary Adolfo Aloma as of- 
ficial witness and Dr. Carlos 
Padron, medical examiner. 

The reports of the first rifles 
crackled out through the San 
Juan valley before dawn. Before 
the executions, eyewitnesses re- 
ported seeing a ‘‘common grave” 
being dug in a nearby ceme- 
tery. Zarba was buried in the 
light blue shirt and blue jeans 
he wore on the expedition. 

His only comment, when Con- 
demned to die, was “What a 
terrible mistake.”

Gall Bladder Attacks 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHAT DOES IT MEAN when you are told after X-rays 
that you have a non-functioning gall bladder? X-rays failed 
to visualize the gall bladder. The pain occurs only occasionally 
now. 

Will another attack occur? Could the gall bladder burst 
as could happen with an appendix? Is it dangerous to ignore 
it as long as the pain does not return? Or is removal abso- 
lutely necessary H.H. 


A VERY SENSIBLE group of questions! Since a great 
many of us have some experience, directly or through friends 
and relatives, with gall bladder trouble, I’m going to devote 
today’s space and tomorrow’s to answering this letter. 

The gall bladder is a reservoir, a supply tank. The liver 


produces bile, a very necessary digestive juice, useful partic- | 


ularly in digesting fats. 

The gall bladder is merely a sac in which we store it for 
discharge into the digestive tract when we eat things that re- 
quire bile in digestion. 


The most frequent cause of gall bladder distress 
is gall stones, which are crystals or chunks of solidi- 
fied material, They may irritate the gall bladder, or 
a small stone may work itself into the duct or tube 
leading to the intestine, and become stuck there. This 


is a painful occurrence. We have no way of dissolving 
gall stones. 


At first, gall bladder trouble can produce symptoms of 
dyspepsia (upset stomach), or the signs that accompany ulcers 
or other digestive tract ailments. Therefore your doctor, when 
you have complaints of that general type, wonders about the 
gall bladder as an automatic reflex. It’s one of the things 
that could be the matter. As a general thing, gall bladder 


pains will be in the upper right part of the abdomen, at the 
margin of the ribs. 


If the attack warrants it, he'll order X-rays, 
because the X-ray is by all odds the most exact and 
useful means of pinning down the trouble. 


But keep this in mind: A gall bladder X-ray is quite dif- 
ferent from an X-ray of the stomach, bowel, etc. The rays 
may be aimed at approximately the same area, but the prep- 
aration is different—the steps taken to make one or another 
organ clearly visible in the finished X-ray plate.

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Old Story Teller Still Writing 


HAMPDEN, Mass., Oct. 17 (AP) 


HIS FIRST SUMMER of ‘‘re- 
tirement” 86-year-old author 
Thornton Burgess spent at a 
desk heaped with correspon- 
fence and proofs of his auto- 
biography. 

The man whose bedtime tales 
of animals and birds have en- 
thralled three generations of 
children—has this advice: 


“Never write your own biog- 
raphy. It’s the toughest thing 
I ever ‘had to write,” 

This from: an author whose 
output over the past 50 years 
runs to 15,000 short stories for 
newspaper syndication, 100 
books, scores of magazine ar- 
ticles. 


Durable as a_ salt-preserved 
Cape Cod Yankee (his boyhood 
years were spent on the Cape), 
his only complaint is arthritis 
twinges in his legs which pre- 
vent him from taking daily 
walks. 

“My legs are 86 years old 
while the rest of me is at an 
indeterminate age,” Burgess 
Bays. 


Outside the converted barn 
that serves as his studio lies 
the world of Peter Rabbit, 
Reddy Fox, Jimmy Skunk, 
Chatterer the Red Squirrel, 
the “‘little people” of his stor- 
ies. Green Forest and the 
Old Orchard rim the Green 
Meadow. Laughing Brook bur- 
bles away, a hop, skip and a 
jump from the corner of the 
studio. 


Burgess did not create the 
first Peter Rabbit. Beatrix Pot- 
ter published ‘‘The Tale of Peter 
Rabbit”’ (concerning the familiar 
adventures of Flopsy, Mopsy, 
Cottontail, and Peter) in 1902. 
Burgess’s Peter Rabbit first ap- 
peared in book form in ‘‘Old 
Mother West Wind,’ published in 
1910. Burgess’s character experi- 
mented briefly with a new last 
name in ‘‘Adventures of Peter 
Cottontail” (1914) but quickly 
dropped it in favor of plain 
Peter Rabbit. 

Is he guided by some basic 
premise in writing his nature 
stories? 

“A child,” Burgess says, 
“knows instinctively, even at a 
very young age, that he is born 
superior to animals. A _ child 
won't admit that an animal 
knows more than he. 

“I've received letters about 
children who stopped being 
afraid of the dark once they 
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read my stories about animals 
feeling no fear of the dark.”’ 

His autobiography, ‘‘Now I Re- 
member,” is on the fall publica- 
tion list along with the fiftieth 
anniversary edition of “Old 
Mother West Wind,” a collection 
of the first stories written by 
Burgess. 

The golden anniversary edition 
is a tribute not only to one of 
America’s best loved storytell- 
ers, but to Harrison Cady, the 
artist. Cady and Burgess have 


worked together almost from the | 
beginning. They probably. have | 
the longest author-illustrator re- | 
lationship in publishing history— 


48 years.

was a magazine editor with no 
idea of trying his hand at writ- 
ing for a living. Then, stories 
that he had written for the en: 
joyment of hig young son away 
from home on a visit, came to 
the attention of a literary agent. 

He sold them to various maga- 
zines, They were assembled into 
“Old Mother West Wind.”’ The 
book was an instant success, and 
newspaper syndication followed. 

Burgess began the six-stories- 
a-week stint on Feb. 16, 1912. 
Along the way he wrote books 
that have sold more than 7,000,- 
000 copies, including editions 
printed in French, Swedish, even 
Chinese. 

A few years ago he told 
friends he would not retire until 
he was 100 years old, but he 
modified this resolve by closing 
out, in January of this year, his 
newspaper activity. 


Not that he is written out. 
He learned many years ago 
that the ideas would continue 
to flow. After he had finished 
the last of the stories for his 
first book, he was certain he 
was drained of ideas for na- 
ture stories. But they kept 
coming, he found. 


This experience has convinced 
him that ‘‘a writer’s creative 
ability is like a pool of spring | 
water—the water level may oc- 
casionally recede, but the spring 
will always fill up again with 
fresh ideas. At least that’s the 
way the business of writing has 
worked for me.’’ 

His approach to writing has | 
never varied. ‘‘When I start a 
story, I just sit down and type | 
as the story comes to me. It’s 
like unwinding a ball of yarn 
and I never know what will 
come next.” 

Although he is ‘‘beginning to 
feel one or two new writing 
ideas coming on,” it is his cor- 
respondence that now occupies 
the bulk of his time. 


“I began to receive letters 
from children all over the world, 
shortly after my bedtime stories 
became established. I’ve even 
had letters addressed to me at 
‘Briar Patch, U.S.A.,’ forwarded
